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Report  of  the  Directors 


In  taking  a  survey  of  the  year’s  work  we  find  many  rea¬ 
sons  for  expressing  deep  appreciation  and  gratitude.  To  have 
been  able  to  carry  on  the  work  unhampered  by  impending 
shortage  of  funds  has  enabled  the  Society  to  adopt  broader 
policies  and  obtain  gratifying  results,  showing  in  the  records 
of  the  year  that  649  children  have  been  aided.  As  always  the 
newspapers  have  generously  helped  by  putting  our  work  and 
our  needs  before  the  public  and  to  them,  as  well  as  to  the 
donors,  go  our  thanks  for  many  gifts  that  otherwise  might  not 
have  found  their  way  to  our  Society. 

Memorial  Hospital  has  shown  its  usual  splendid  co-opera¬ 
tion  and  done  a  large  amount  of  work  and  we  owe  much  to 
Dr.  Lemuel  F.  Woodward,  Dr.  Winifred  Grant,  Dr.  Charles  T. 
Estabrook  and  Dr.  Harold  J.  Gibby  for  the  time  and  skill  so 
freely  given.  The  dentists,  too,  have  given  the  very  best  ser¬ 
vice,  and  only  expensive  work  has  been  paid  for  and  then  the 
most  nominal  sum,  to  cover  the  cost  of  material.  The  children 
taken  to  the  dentists  are  followed  up  by  them  year  after  year. 
Mr.  Alb  ert  W .  Rice  not  only  gives  a  discount  on  glasses,  but 
has  receipted  many  bills  without  payment. 

A  most  generous  gift  of  shoes  to  the  children  was  made 
by  Miss  Mabel  Gage.  Our  shelves  of  useful  and  attractivelv 
made  garments  bear  testimony  to  the  work  of  the  Employ¬ 
ment  Society  and  the  First  Unitarian  Church.  Many  garments 
have  been  made  by  other  Church  societies  from  material 
furnished  in  most  instances  by  the  Children’s  Friend  Society. 
A  1  arge  amount  of  cloth  and  many  blankets  have  been  given 
us  by  The  Valley  Woolen  Mills,  The  Ivanhoe  Mills  of  North 
Oxford,  A.  Howarth  &  Son  of  Oxford  and  the  Thorndike 
Company  of  West  Warren. 


The  past  Christmas  stands  out  as  one  of  the  happiest  the 
children  ever  had,  thanks  to  the  many  friends  who  made  pos¬ 
sible  not  only  gifts,  but  such  gifts  as  are  dear  to  the  heart  of 
every  child.  From  the  Worcester  Post  came  sleds,  skiis,

fountain  pens,  pocketbooks,  bath  robes  and  subscriptions  for 
the  Youth’s  Companion  to  five  homes  where  in  each  there  are 
several  children.  Much  joy  was  provided  by  the  Trustees  of 
the  Wetherell  Estate  and  by  a  Director  whose  gift  is  in  Mem¬ 
ory  of  Marion  and  Others. 
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The  Society  has  lost  three  of  its  true  and  valued  friends 
in  the  death  of  Mrs.  George  A.  Barnard,  Mrs.  George  H. 
Miller  and  Mr.  Albert  L.  Stratton.  Mrs.  Barnard,  from  1888 
to  1912  was  President  of  the  Society  and  to  her  ujntiring  de¬ 
votion  and  interest  is  due  the  splendid  growth  of  this  Society 
during  those  twenty-four  years.  Her  weekly  visits  to  the 
H  ome  and  later  to  the  Office  kept  her  in  close  touch  with  the 
organization  and  made  possible  her  ready  counsel  which  was 
appreciated  by  those  carrying  on  the  work.  A  generous  gift 
to  our  Permanent  Fund  stands  as  a  testimonial  of  her  life-long 
interest.  Mr.  Stratton  not  only  helped  us  as  a  director  but 
during  the  absence  of  Mr.  Lincoln  in  the  Great  War,  served  as 
our  Treasurer,  giving  freely  and  unsparingly  of  his  time. 

The  Society  gratefully  acknowledges  the  legacy  from 
Anna  Eudora  Wesson. 

And  we  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  lairge 
number  of  loyal  friends  who,  by  their  specified  gifts  to  this 
Society  in  their  contribution  to  the  Federation,  have  again 
assured  us  of  their  interest  and  co-operation,  gifts  which  we 
prize  and  which  stimulate  us  all  to  greater  endeavor.  Our 
gratitude  goes  out  to  everyone  who  helped  make  the  recent 
Golden  Rule  Drive  so  successful  and  we  hope  to  demonstrate 
by  results  that  we  are  worthy  of  such  support. 

No  one  who  is  conversant  with  our  office  staff  would  feel 
that  a  report  was  complete  unless  we  tried  to  voice  our  deep 
appreciation  of  our  general  secretary  and  her  able,  sympa¬ 
thetic  and  efficient  helpers.

Before  we  begin  another  year  it  is  well  for  us  to  look 
back  over  the  last  one  and  sum  up  our  failures  and  successes. 
Let  us  be  honest  with  ourselves,  thus  gaining  new  insight  to 
make  the  coming  year  stronger  and  better  in  evqry  way. 


TWO  OF  OUR  BABIES 

During  the  year  there  have  been  two  hundred  and  five 
new  applications  and  a  larger  number  of  children  have  come 
into  the  Placing-Out  Agency.  This  does  not  mean  that  we 
have  failed  in  our  former  custom  of  always  keeping  the  home 
intact  if  possible,  but  rather  that  we  have  done  more  tempo¬ 
rary  work.  Many  come  to  us  when  the  home  is  broken  up  or 
we  take  children  while  the  mother  is  in  the  hospital.  Five 
families  during  the  year  have  been  established  in  homes  of 
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their  own.  They  had  been  living  in  furnished  apartments 
where  they  could  not  make  both  ends  meet  and  the  mother 
made  application  for  us  to  take  the  children  that  she  might 
go  to  work.  We  have  spent  on  each  family  about  $75  or  $100 
in  addition  to  the  furniture  solicited.  The  homes  which  we 
have  thus  established  during  the  past  few  years  have  justified 
the  practice.  The  families  have  been  made  nearly  self-sup¬ 
porting;,  needing  only  occasional  help  with  glasses  or  shoes. 
We  have  always  doubted  its  being  a  strictly  children’s  job,  but 
it  is  certainly  a  community  one. 

As  the  Fresh  Air  Society  does  its  work  from  this  office, 
when  many  of  the  children  have  to  be  clothed  to  go  out  into 
the  country,  these  same  people  who  are  in  need  of  clothing 
for  the  children  in  the  winter  appeal  to  the  same  place,  or  the 
Worcester  Children’s  Friend  Society.  Is  this  work  for  us  to 
do?  Since  we  have  now  a  Federated  Welfare  Society  we 
would  gladly  welcome  a  careful  study  of  our  work  by  them 
and  a  rigid  holding  us  to  our  legitimate  work. 

We  still  register  every  application  with  the  Associated 
Charities  of  Worcester  and  also  with  the  Boston  Confidential 
Exchange.  Even  though  the  parents  pay  toward  the  children’s 
board  we  do  not  feel  this  registration  pauperizes  them.  The 
information  is  always  held  in  strict  confidence.  If  our  aim  is 
to  do  social  work  this  can  be  facilitated  by  as  complete  a 
knowledge  of  the  family  as  possible. 

As  usual,  the  cause  of  the  largest  number  of  applicati  ms 
is  illegitimacy,  there  being  thirty-nine  cases.  Sickness  of 
mother  follows  with  twenty-eight  cases  and  desertion  of  father 
with  twenty-five.  Separation  or  divorce  of  parents  occurs  in 
twentv-one  cases,  mother  dead  in  sixteen  and  insufficient  in¬ 
come  in  fifteen. 

During  the  year  we  have  attended  the  Illegitimacy  Con¬ 
ference  held  each  month  in  Boston  and  a  similar  one  in  Spring- 
field  and  yet  the  subject  is  somewhat  in  a  fog.  We  firmly  be¬ 
lieve  that  every  effort  should  be  made  to  keep  the  mother  and 
child  together  the  first  year  and  that  the  child  should  be 
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nursed  if  possible.  We  have  been  able  to  persuade  seven  un¬ 
married  mothers  to  remain  with  their  babies  from  the  si  art 
and  have  been  able  to  return  nine  babies  to  their  homes  when 
a  temporary  separation  was  necessary  at  first.  In  seeking  for 
the  causes  of  those  cases  which  apply  to  this  Society  we  hud 
that  twelve  were  directly  traceable  to  faulty  home  conditions. 
In  eight  cases  the  girl  was  feeble-minded  or  of  low  mentality 
and  six  were  immoral,  being  married  or  promiscuous  women. 
We  feel  that  a  Legal  Aid  Society  established  in  Worcester 
would  do  valuable  work,  especially  in  these  cases.  Is  this  a 
community  problem  ? 

Placing-Out  Agency 

In  the  Placing-Out  Department  we  close  the  year  with  a 
family  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-six  children.  One  hundred 
and  eighteen  have  been  taken  during  the  year  and  ninety-four 
returned  to  parents  or  relatives.  While  the  parents,  up  to  this 
time,  have  been  able  to  contribute  well  toward  the  support  of 
their  children  we  are  now  feeling  the  effect  of  unemployment 
and  are  caring  for  many  children  without  help  from  relatives. 

Never  have  we  done  such  good  work  in  supervision  as  in 
the  past  year.  Each  visitor  has  been  both  conscientious  and 
scientific  in  the  work.  What  would  we  do  without  our  patched 
and  battered  Ford?  It  seems  to  be  in  perpetual  motion — 
which  is  not  at  all  slow.  It  enables  us  to  make  as  long  and 
satisfactory  visits  as  are  necessai^  without  the  fear  of  losing 
our  last  train.  We  are  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Board 
for  so  frequently  loaning  us  their  cars  in  cases  of  emergency. 
It  takes  much  tact  and  patience  to  break  down  a  child’s  reti¬ 
cence  and  thus  get  the  complete  confidence  of  the  child.  Some 
excellent  work  has  been  done  along  these  lines  by  the  visitors. 
The  staff  has  held  frequent  conferences  where  topics  like  the 
following  have  been  thrashed  out:  The  economic  value  of 
clothing  by  the  Office  or  by  the  foster-parents.  Is  the  home 
atmosphere  strengthened  by  its  being  done  by  the  foster¬ 
home  ?  When  are  short  visits  better  than  longer  ones  ?  Should 
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foreign-born  children  be  placed  in  homes  of  the  same  nation¬ 
ality  or  is  better  Americanization  work  done  by  placing  them 
in  American  homes  ?  Is  it  better  to  bring  more  emphasis  upon 
the  foster-home,  the  visitor  keeping  in  the  background,  that 
the  home  atmosphere  may  be  strengthened,  or  will  higher 
ideals  be  formed  in  the  children’s  minds  if  the  visitor  plays  an 
important  part  in  the  child’s  life  ?  All  firmly  believe  that  the 
Office  and  Society  should  never  be  mentioned.  Again,  how 
can  supervision  be  made  more  efficient  rather  than  simply 
routine,  colorless  visits  ?  Much  attention  has  been  given  to  the 
discussion  of  how  to  get  across  Social  Hygiene  principles  to 
our  children.  This  must  be  done  differently  in  each  indivi¬ 
dual  case  and  at  the  psychological  time.  Quite  intensive  work 
has  been  done  by  the  Staff  with  several  of  our  larger  children 
and  the  foster-parents  have  been  instructed  with  others.  While 
we  put  much  time  on  supervising  our  older  girls  ou|r  best  and 
more  lasting  work  is  done  with  children  between  five  and  ten 
years  of  age.  We  feel  that  clothing  is  one  of  the  first  and  best 
means  by  which  children  establish  their  self-respect  and  feel 
that  they  are  again  a  part  of  the  home  and  community.  For 
this  reason  we  have  tried  to  maintain  a  good  standard  in  the 
selection  of  clothes. 

We  have  investigated  one  hundred  and  one  new  homes 
during  the  . year.  These  investigations  take  time  and  money 
and  we  feel  they  are  a  part  of  our  office  equipment.  We  have 
been  much  annoyed  during  the  past  year  by  having  the  City 
Almoner  place  children  without  our  knowledge  or  consent  in 
homes  where  we  are  boarding  children,  in  some  instances 
paying  a  higher  rate  of  board.  If  the  city  is  to  do  placing-out 
work  it  should  be  done  according  to  principles  established  by 
long  practice  of  placing-out  agencies. 

We  are  most  grateful  to  Memorial  Hospital  for  their  effi¬ 
cient  help.  Before  placing  any  child  it  is  taken  to  the  Hos¬ 
pital  for  a  thorough  medical  examination  and  they  are  always 
ready  to  take  children  for  a  week  or  more  for  observation, 
especially  feeding  cases  of  babies.  They  have  also  made  men- 
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tal  examinations  as  well  as  those  made  by  the  clinics  held 
every  month  by  the  doctors  who  come  from  the  State  School 
for  the  Feeble-Minded  at  Waverly.  The  work  will  be  greatly 
facilitated  this  year  because  of  the  new  law  which  makes  it 
necessary  for  every  child  to  be  examined  by  the  State  who  is 
three  years  retarded  in  school. 


A  HOME  IN  THE  CITY  WHERE  BABIES  ARE  BOARDED 


One  of  our  High  School  girls  becoming  interested  in 
another  line  of  social  work  said,  “I  suppose  I  am  a  case.”  At 
all  hazards  such  a  feeling  must  be  avoided.  Let  us  make  our 
children  happy,  teach  them  to  play  and  to  be  a  part  of  the 
social  life  of  the  town.  Many  belong  to  gymnasium  classes, 
play  basketball,  belong  to  Scouts  and  social  clubs. 

About  one-third  of  our  children  placed-out  are  babies 
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under  three  years  of  age.  Twenty  have  attended  High  School 
during  the  year.  Three  have  been  aided  to  pursue  a  higher 
education.  Four  have  been  married,  quite  an  unusual  number. 
For  a  number  of  years  we  have  had  no  adoptions,  but  during 
the  past  year  we  have  placed  three,  pending  adoption.  Every 
effort  possible  has  been  made  to  re-establish  the  home  or  place 
the  children  with  relatives.  Simple  homes  have  been  chosen 
which  are  not  so  very  far  above  the  environment  into  which 
the  child  was  born. 

With  the  check  sent  each  foster-mother  for  board  has 
gone  a  leaflet  concerning  health  problems  issued  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health.  We  have  received  each  quarter  a  report  of 
the  weight  of  the  children.  One  of  our  foster-mothers  said  if 
she  must  do  this  she  would  give  up  John.  John  will  never 
measure  up  to  the  card  standard  as  he  was  stunted  before  he 
came  to  us,  but  his  cheeks  are  full  and  his  legs  are  sturdy  and 
he  is  happy  and  seems  to  fit  into  the  home.  We  feel  the  home 
atmosphere  that  he  is  establishing  for  himself  is  of  more  im¬ 
portance  than  a  weight  and  height  record. 

Much  care  has  been  taken  in  the  choice  of  assistants  who 
have  given  their  report  each  month  directly  to  the  Board 
rather  than  to  the  Placing-Out  Committee. 

During  the  year  a  Japanese  student  of  the  School  of 
Social  Work  made  an  intensive  study  of  this  Society.  His 
thesis  has  appeared  in  pamphlet  form. 

Can  we  not  say  that  this  has  been  the  best  year  for  the 
Society  ?  We  have  hopes  and  ambitions  which  will  broaden 
and  strengthen  our  work  for  the  coming  year  and  we  are  most 
grateful  to  the  public  for  so  loyally  backing  us  with  our  work.
